S.O. 851 lE),—V/hcrcus the Bodo Security Force (hereinafter referred to 
as Bd.S.F.) has as its professed aim, il)c “Libciation’ of Bodoland resulting in 
bringing about the secession of the said areas from the' Indian Union, in alliance 
with other armed secessionist organisations of the North East Region. 

And whereas tlic Bd. S.F. h;is been indulging ii various illegal and violent 
activities intended to disrupt or wbieli d'srupt the sovereignty and integrity of 
India -.uch-as by creating a deep sense of insesurjty among the people and by 
committing other acts, like bank dacoitics, robberies, murders, extortions, kid¬ 
nappings, harassment of the people and snatciiing of fire arms; 

And whereas the Central Government is of tl:e opinion, on the material 
before it, that Bd. S.F. is an unlawful asscclaFon; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of 
Section 3 of tlic Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), 
the Central Government hereby dechu'cs the Bedo Security Force (Bd. S.F.) 
to be an unlawful association; 

The Central Government is further <'f oiiinion that having regard to the 
circumstances, namely, to meet the sustained and ever increasing violence com¬ 
mitted by the bd. S.F. in the recent p.ist against the police, the other armed 
forces and the civilians, it is necessary to declare the Bd. S.F. to be an Unlawful 
association with immediate effect and accordingly m c.vcrcisc of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of that section, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment directs that the notification shall, subject to any order that may be 
made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect fi’om the date of its publica¬ 
tion in the official gazette.
